After 
graduating from Wilber- 
force University in 1965, 
she first entered the city 
school system a year later 
as a substitute teacher in 
special education classes. 

From 1967 through 1972 
Mrs. Bowman taught World 
History, Current History, 
Multi-Ethnic Studies and 
deaf and hard-of-hearing 
classes at Central High 
School, during which time 
she —-develtoped-methods- 
and a-cause-of study for 
the first ethnic studies 
course in Columbus Public 
Schools. 

She was ethnic studies 
planner for the schools 
and the Model Cities com- 
ponent during the 1972 - 
73 school year. In_ this 
position she planned and 
coordinated ethnic 
programs for four elemen- 
tary and two junior high 
schools, planned and im- 
plemented teacher 
workshops on ethnic 
studies, and advised ad-

The closing of the Pick- 
Fort Hayes Hotel will mean 
readjustment. for many of 
its black employees. Hope- 
fully, a new job for most, 
but for those with 20 or 
more years of service 
vacation and a pension wil 
come on March 3. 3 

The 14-story landmark at 
31 W. Spring St. will close 
it’s doors this Thursday to 
make room for a parking 
lot. The hotel, built in 1925, 
was purchased by the 
Nationwide Insurance Co. 
from the Chicago-based 
Pick Hotels Corp. for $2 
million in 1973. 

“I'm going to miss this 
place_(Ft. Hayes Hotel),”’ 
said Carl C. Grear, the 
hotel's director of the 
house. “It’s been like a 
second home for most of 
us.” 

In two weeks, Grear 
would have celebrated his 
30th-year-at-Ft..Hayes. He 
has hetd his present 
position for the past 10 
years.

The controversy over impending fed- 
eral jobs ‘nvolving U.S. Senator Howard 
Metzenbaum and the black community, 
Nas more depth to it than appears on the 
surface. |! involves not only the integrity 
1 black Democratic. leadership, but the 
right of others to tell Negroes the limits 
they should go in seeking available fed- 
eral jobs. 

The rights of Negro Democrats to ear- 
ned political rewards, has long been 
established on the basis of votes deliver- 
ed in the ballot box on election day, At 
no time has the Democratic black vote in 
Ohio been properly recognized or re- 
warded 

Therefore, it is fitting that since the 
black vole was so crucial in putting Ohio 
in President Carter's victory column last 
November, that more than casual re- 
cognition should be accorded. The debt 
that Democrats owe the Negro voter is 
long over due 

Negroes’ dont heed Senator Metzer- 
baum to speak for them, or to stake out 
the limits of their demands.

Critical Test For The 
New Attorney General 


Out of the morass of legality that has 
been inducted into the Cleveland Public 
Schools desegregation case, only one fact 
stands out indisputably - Cleveland's 
public schools are segregated, with the 
majority of Black children attending 
schools with a-disproportionately high 
percentage of blacks, and the majority of 
white children attending schools with a 
disproportionately high percentage of 
whites. 

This never has beerrayvetitotargument 
in the case tried by Federal Judge Frank 
Battisti. What has been at issue is how this 
segregation came about, even in the ab- 
sence of state laws compelling such 
segregation of the races 

The NAACP has evidently impressed the 
judges that the whole nasty mess was the 
deliberate creation of the Cleveland and 
State School Boards, whose members, we 
are expected to believe, have engaged in 
a sinister and sustained plot to keep the 
children of the two races separated in the

This decision was 
reached after the Attorney General's 
assistant, Drew S. Days Ill, had visited 
Cleveland and met separately and secretly 
with plaintiffs and defendants. Days; who 
is black and a former NAACP Defense 
Fund lawyer, is the first black in 187 years 
to be named to head a division of the 
Justice Department. 

Days is already on record as stating that 
the U.S: Supreme Court decision in the 
1973 Denver case-is “the-law of the land”. 
The Denver ruling held that when 
segregation is systemwide then total 
desegregation with school busing as a 
tool is vital to preserving constitutional 
rights.

Back in 1969, just after former president 
Richard Nixon became president, | wrote 
that he would hammer the last nail in his 
coffin of credibility unless he did some- 
thing to advance the cause of equal op- 
portunity in employment. 

Now Mr. Nixon never had much credi- 
bility to begin with, especially among 
black people. And true to form, he tried to 
bury equal opportunity. He lost his credi- 
bility with blacks first, and then, through 
the Watergate caper, with the rest of the 
nation. ‘ 

President Jimmy Carter comes to office 
with a lot more credibility than Mr. Nixon 
ever had. Among blacks, he’s coming to 
the White House with an enormous back- 
log of hope and trust. 

But again, that credibility is at stake on 

opportunity issue. ~-—--— 

At the least, blacks expect President 
Carter to back affirmative action, to create 
new job opportunities for the black unem- 
ployed, to open up the doors to the 
executive suites in both the public and 
private sectors to blacks. 

President Carter's got more to lose than 
Mr. Nixon had on this issue. After all, Mr. 
Nixon never got the black vote. He never 
had the trust of black people. Bui presi- 
dent Carter does. He got nine out of ten 
black votes and he worked hard for those 
votes, campaigning in black churches, go- 
ing arm in arm with Daddy King and Andy 
Young, coming to Harlem. 

But once he's in the White House, he'll 
run smack into the same issue that killed 
Mr. Nixon's credibility -- equal opportu- 
nity - and if he really means what he said 
during the campaign, if he really wants to 
keep. black support, he'll have to deliver. 

That doesn't mean a whole basketball of 
new laws. There are plenty of laws on the 
books today. The trouble is they're not 
being—entorced.+Sure,_there's_.a lo! _of 
paperwork and corporations complaining 
about that. But discriminatory employment 
patterns, easily discerned from ail those 
government-mandated reports, are blinked 
at. When was the lasi time you heard of a 


big federal contract cancelled because of 
discrimination in jobs? 

Right at the top of the list of the new ad- 
ministration's priorities should be form- 
ulation of clear policies of equal opportu- 
nity, with strong mandates right from the 
White House to government officials re- 
sponsible for getting the job done. 

That means President Carter may have 
to lean on his Secretary of Labor a bit, to 
let him know he’s got to shape up his De- 
partment’s responsibility to enforce equal 
employment laws, It means cleaning up 
EEOC, which the previous’ administration 
let fall to pieces.

The immediate 
beneficiaries of equal employment en- 
forcement will be those among us with 
marketable skills, people with professional 
backgrounds or technical know-how, 
ready to move right into corporate slots. 

But those are role models whose éxam- 
ple has a strong effect on young people 
and others in the job market. Such people, 
by showing what can be done and by 
holding down good jobs in private in- 
dustry will inspire otner blacks to get the 
schooling and training to qualify for 
similar jobs, 


Eqaial employment opportunity enforge- 
ment may not be as flashy as some other 
programs President Carter's being 
pressed to inaugurate, but if could be of 
tremendous effectiveness in getting 
blacks into the mainstream. So it's up to 
President Carter now; it's his credibility 
that’s at stake.

Uganda’s “Big 


\f we are content to accept letter and 


-verse-of- the world’s mass media, Uganda's 


mercurial President Idi Amin is indeed the 


-baddest of bad black sob's. The most 


recent accounts describe him as a blood- 
thirsty tyrant, afraid of his own shadow, 
who brooks no form of dissent, and who 
meets real and imaginary threats to his 
power with murder. : 

There just has to be more to the Amin 
story than we are being told. Since the 
1960s the African states were almost con- 
stantly witnessing an assortment of, abor- 
tive coups, slow but visible economic 
growth, the retention of white dominance 
in the south, and the maintenance 
elsewhere of one-party states. Echoing the 
nationalism of the previous decade, the 
Democratic Republic of the Congo (Kin- 
shasa) changed its name to the Republic 
of Zaire on October 27, 1971 and Sierra 
Leone became a republic on April 19 of 
the same year. 

But the only successful one of the more 
than a dozen coups Staged at over- 
throwing their regimes, was engineered by 
then Major General Idi Amin, who deposed 
of President Milton Obote, who had been 
in power since 1962 and who had sought 
to make his land a pillar of socialism. 

Amin, the former boxing champion of 
Uganda, promised that t elections would be

Ronald Morgan, chairman of the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission hoe last September, will take the five- 
member commission to his hometown (Cincinnati) for 
its April meeting. Morgan, a Cincinnati_ attorney, 
became the first black to head up the OCRC when he 
was appointed and designated chairman by Gov. 
James A, Rhodes. 

Morgan, however, was no stranger to the civil rights 
program when he succeeded Burt Silverman of 
Toledo as chairman. During the early days of the com- 
mission, Morgan served as an investigator working 
out of the Southwest Regional office in incinnati. He 
is not only the first black OCRC chairman, but he is 
also the only chairman to have had previous such ex- 
perience in the commission operation. 

A Hepublican and a past president of the Ohio 
Republican Council, Morgan is said to be applying 
his prior OCRC knowledge and the legal background 
to keep the commission functioning at a smooth ahd 
steady pace. His term expires July 28, 1981. 

Morgan's appointment gave Republicans control of 
the commission. The other Republicans are Robert 
Bry, Cleveland and Mrs. Marion Sweeney, Dayton. 
Clingan Jackson, Youngstown, dean of the com- 
missioners, and Burt Silverman are the Democrat 

-Sweene’ : . 
pointed by former Gov. John J. Gilligan, a Democrat. 

Silverman, who was demoted to a regular member 
when Morgan took over, will be up for reappointment 
come July. Under State Law, the appointment must go 
to a Democrat, but that doesn't necessarily mean that 
Rhodes, a Republican, will look favorable toward 
Silverman, ; 

Incidentally, Morgan's chairmanship confirms a 
prediction of this column last summer. And it also 
dramatizes just how wrong the writer of an unsigned 
letter was when he maintained that Sweeney and Bry 
would vote with Jackson to retain Silverman as chair- 
man because they were Gilligan appointees. 

In addition to Morgan, another Cincinnatian has 
also been added to the OCRC staff. Sharon Aldridge, 
a Cincy U grad, has been appointed as director of 
Education and Community Relations. That is another 
first for a black, She will be on hand for the next com- 
mission meeting on Tuesday, Mar. 8 in Columbus.

SUPREME COURT 
RETREATS ON RIGHTS | 


The Supreme Court has been sending signals that 
may be announcing, in its subtle way, a retreat from a 
forward position on civil rights. Some recent 
decisions are truly ominous 

In one case, the Court ruled that a Chicago suburb 
that refused to rezone to allow a low-income housing 
project to be built was notjin violation of the Con- 
stitution. According to the Supreme Court's maior, 
it Was Not 6nough to show that few blacks lived A 
town or that its zoning laws helped keep them out. 
The standard now has to be “proof of racially 
discriminatory intent or purpose.

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That means civil rights advocates can‘. rely on, 


proving discriminatory results of official actions, they 
have to prove discriminatory intent. And it’s much 
harder, sometimes-impossible, to prove that a town 
adopts and maintains zoning laws for the express pur- 
pose of racial discrimination. Intent cannot be in- 
ferred from discriminatory results. 

Adoption of that standard would place in jeopardy 
past civil rights decisions and is in line with Court 
decisions restricting access to the courts for redress 
of grievances and limiting constitutional guarantees 
against discrimination. 

In another case, blacks filed suit to force the 
government to cut off funds to a New York suburb 
that discriminates. An appeals court rejected their 
suit, saying they had no standing to sue since they 
did not reside in the town — and absurd ruling since it 


virtually "ensures that no one would be found to-start: 


such a suit. The Supreme Court threw the case out, in 
effect, upholding the appeals court. 

By adopting a new standard - the intent to 
discriminate — instead of the generally accepted older 
standard of discriminatory effects of state actions, the 
Court has effectively raised the stakes .in 
discrimination cases.

discriminatory intent had to be proved. 

Back in 1973 it raised the point in a Denver school 
desegregation case and last month it sent an iIn- 
dianapolis case back to district court ordering the 
lower court to review its ruling in the light of the 
suburban zoning case mentioned here. In effect it was 
saying to the lower court: unless you can show In- 
dianapolis' discriminatory intent to segregate its 
schools, don't order a desegregation plan. The Court 


_ also agreed to review busing in Dayton, despite its 


proven ’sUccess; : - . ; , 
The irony here is that there are those who say 
busing isn't the answer to school segregation, 
housing integration is. Now the Court has placed both 
housing and school integration in jeopardy. 

On the tace of it, requiring proot of intent to 
discriminate sounds reasonable. But it is not. In many 
instances it’s all but impossible to document intent to 
the satisfaction of a court. And many public policy ac- 
tions have complex side effects regardless of intent. 

For example, a town council can decide to put in 
new street lighting over a ten year period, beginning 
with the north side of town and working south. That 
sounds ali right, but let's say most of the town's 
blacks live on the south side and hence would not get 
the new lighting for ten years, if at all. The effect of 
the decision would be unconstitutional violation of 
equal protection clause based on race. 

But if intent is the standard required by the Courts, 
it may well be impossible to prove anything in- 
tentionally discriminatory. So long as officials watch 
what they write and say for the record, they might get 
away with anything. 

So while it may be hard to figure out what's goi
